This con- 
dition of affairs lasted until 
the Indians were all dead, 
and they went out rapidly un- 
der such a hideous system.”’ 

Life in the 1850’s was dif- 
ficult for the rancheros 
whose town houses were near 
Calle do los Negros, with 
its gambling houses and grog. 
shops. It was not like life in 
the simple 1830's and 1840's, 
filled with Fiestas, bullfights 
and dances, Of course, 
rancheros and their families 
could live on their ranchos 
and some of them did. Others 
threatened to move back to 
Mexico. But in Los Angeles 
there was fun as well as 
danger. 
were thick and the windows 
were barred. 

Don Abel Stearns was one‘ 
of these rancheros and he 
was also a merchant. He 


owned more Southern Cali-- 


fornia land than anyone else. 
His large, massive walled 
Main Street home was a 
short distance from the Pla- 
za. It was called El Palacio, 
and was the social center of 
Los Angeles. It was presided 
over by the lovely Mrs. 
Stearns, who before her 


marriage had been Arcadia . 


Bandini of the prominent Don 
Juan Bandini family. 

Don Abel Stearns and his 
wife had an embarrassing 
adventure during the winter 
season of 1853. The occas- 
sion was a Washington’s 
Birthday Ball given in the 
Stearns’ 100 foot ballroom, 
Two or three of the guests 
were professional gamblers. 
Gamblers not invited to the 
party decided to break it up. 
When the dancing was at its 
height, they used a cannon

and a battering ram tocrash + 


through the door leading to 
the sala, The first gambler 
to enter the door was stop- 
ped with a bullet by the 
dancer nearest the door, The 
other dancers joined in the 
melee and finaily beat the 
gamblers backs 

Rancho days inCalifornia, 
including Los Angeles, prac- 
tically ended in the 1860’s. 
The ranchos passed from 
Californios’ hands to Ameri- 
can hands, Few Californios 
were able to carry on as 
usual because they had over- 
extended themselves. They 
were unbelievably in debt, 
Their land was heavily mort- 
gaged, and they paid very 
high rates of interest. The 
towns men were hard hit also. 
The gamblers and outlaws 
were leaving the Pueblo as 
fast as possible, leaving the 
gambling houses deserted. 
Bullfights were becoming 
more infrequent, In the midst 
of all this, Californios were 
still trying to prove to Fed- 
eral commissioners and 
courts that they were the 
owners of the ranchos they 
had occupied so long. 

Under the Land Act of 
1851, which set up a Land 
Commission, the Govern- 
ment was trying to segre- 
gate privately owned land” 
from public domain, This 
involved years of delay, ex- 
pense, fights with squatters 
and deflated values of ranch 
land, With unproved titles 
the rancheros could not sub- 
divide or sell. On top of 
this, a series of drought 
years set in, beginning in 
1862, bringing ruin to the 
rancheros, They were forced 
to deed or partition their 
lands for the benefit of cre- 
ditors, or their mortgages 
were foreclosed for this 
same reason, The pastoral 
age was no more, cattle no 
longer grazed the plains and 
the ranchos, American own 
ed, were broken up and of- 
fered for sale as farm acre-

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A Pastor and His Church 


Nestled among the trees 
and shrubs at the corner of 
Feron and Reid Streets in 
Cucamonga is a striking, Dut 
unpretentious little struc. 
ture bearing the title of 
Church of the Nararene. 

The structure itself is ea- 
sily overlooked by the casual 
passerby, yet what dwells 
within is not easily forgot- 
ten by those who know the 
structure, the pastor, the 
Members of the congrega- 
tion and the spirit that binds 
them all together. 

The building was con- 
structed in 1924 as an Inde- 
pendent American Church . 
. « but the project failed, 
In 1929, following three 
years of abandonment, the 
church reopened under the 
auspices of the Church of 
the Nasarene for Latin 
American people. 

Since the early days of the 
church, the congregations 
have known an outstanding 
group of pastors, Among the 
first was Salvador Salcevo 
who is presently living and 
still active in the ministry 
in Los Angeles. Reverend 
Enrique Morales came se- 
cond in sequence. He has 
since retired and is living 
in Colton, The Reverend Ho. 
mero Martinez was next in 
the illustrious line of cler- 
gymen who helped to guide 
the paths of several mem- 
bers of his congregation, He 
is presently active in a 
church in Kentucky. The Re- 
verend Carl Morris, pastor 
in the church from 1955 to 
1961 was distinguished as 
being the only pastor not of 
Mexican descent to serve the 
church since its beginning. 

In 1962, Reverend H, 0, 
Espinoza arrived on the 
scene to guide a congrega- 
tion of 73 adult members who 
have in their hearts for him 
only love and respect. Anex- 
tremely modest man, Rev. 
Espinoza has himself, a very 
interesting life story to tell, 
He was born in Monterrey, 
Mexico in 1928, the son of a 
Methodist minister. His fa- 
ther was in the ministry for 
45 years and was the founder 
of the Evangelical Seminary 
of Mexico, As one might 
guess, ©.H,’s destiny was 
almost certain reality from 
the beginning. Not only was 
his father in the Lord's ser- 
vice, but his grandfather as

Reverend Espinosa was 
gradvated from the Union 
Theological Seminary in 
Mexico City and the National 
University Mexico, He 
also holds a degree from 
Southern Methodist Univer. 
sity in Dallas, Texas. 

Not just a learner, but a 
doer also, Rev. Espinoza 
belongs to the Organigation 
for the Advance ment of Spa- 
nish Americans; he is presi- 
dent of the Spanish Evangell- 
cal Ministers Association; 
chairman of the Youth Camps 
for the church district; ge- 
neral director af the Youth 
Camp in northwestern Mexi- 
co: chairman of the Board of 
Ministerial studies for the 
church district; and a tea- 
cher of Spanish at Western 
Christian High School in Po- 
mona, In tis spare time, 
this dynamic minister takes 
an active part in the Alta 
Loma -Cucamonga Kiwanis 
Club each week, 

He is also a devoted hus- 
band and father of one daugh- 
ter and two sons, 

On the other end of the 
pulpit in the little corner 
church can be heard each 
Sunday the voices of men, 
women and children of all 
ages and from all walks of 
life, joined together in song 
and praise for the Lord they 
love and follow, For those of 
us who don’t quite understand 
the sounds coming from the 
church, upon further inves - 
gation it may be noted that 
the songs and most of the 
service is sung and spoken 
in Spanish. 

Since its humble beginning 
in 1924, the little church has 
given a great deal tc the 
world in the form of trained 
missionaries who started 
their careers within these 
small four walls. Many of 
the missionaries received 
their language training in 
the little three room buil- 
ding adjoining the sanctu- 
ary. Clyde Golliher of Up- 
land was trained in this me- 
thod, He is presently serv- 
ing as the District Mission- 
ary Superintendent in Peru, 

As Reverend Espinoza 
states, the congregation and 
the church has a very real 
and very deep interest inthe 
missionary program, Some 
20 per cent of the church's

income goes into missionary 
work. Just absut two weeks 
ago, the church members 
sent medicine, food and 
clothes to Senora, Mexico 
for those less fortunate than 
themselves, Expressing an 
interest in social work and 
those closer home, the mem.- 
bers have furnished clothing, 
furniture and other necesst- 
ties for many farm labor 
workers who have come to 
the area, 

Each Sunday the congre- 
gation says an extra special 
litle prayer for six of thetr 
members who are not pre- 
sent due to their obligation 
in Viet Nam, 


The membership consists 
of thase people who live a- 
round the cerner, across 
the street, across town, and 
across county lines. One fa- 
mily climbs into the car ear. 
ly Sunday morning, passes 
the sign assuring them they 
are leaving North Hollywood 
and joins the freeway traffic 
coming Cucamonga way. 

The Church of the Naza- 
rene belongs to the Western 
Latin American District. 
There are some 69 churches 
in the district and Cucamon. 
ga’s little district church 
stands fourth among them tn 
the total tithes and offerings. 
Seven years ago, it was nine- 
teenth in the listing. 

To those who don’t know 
what the Church of the Na- 
varene really is, in the words 
of Rev. Espinoza, ‘‘it ts 
nothing more nor less than 
an old fashioned Methodist 
church,’ It was formed as a

break-away segment of the 
Methodist Church some 60 
years ago and presently has 
a world-wide membership 
of over 800,000. Rev, Espl- 
nora said that the church, in- 
ternationally, is on a cam. 
paign to get to the million 
mark. ‘‘By this time next 
year, our march to the mil. 
lion should be a reality,’ 
Rev. Espinoza said, 

The littie church on the 
corner will no longer serve 
the members of the congre- 
gation and so a little sad on 
one hand, but filled with joy 
on the other, the congrega- 
tion, their minister and the 
spirit within the walls will 
be moving to a new complex 
of buildings tn about six 
years, The local church 
board challenged the congre- 
gation to raise the money 
needed to purchase 3 acres 
of land and build on them a 
parsonage, sanctuary and 
educational facilities to meet 
the need of the growing 
group, To date the congre- 
gation has raised over $8,000 
from offerings .. . a bit

Hard By WI Leader 


Paul H. Huber of Modesto, 
the new chairman of the 
board of Wine Institute, said 
recently that California’s 
wine industry must continue 
to press for equal treatment 
if it is to have a rightful

In his first policy state- 
ment on this subject since 
his election, Huber said he 
will focus his efforts as 
chairman on creating a more 
equitable climate for the 
marketing of wine in the 
United States, 

‘It is my feeling,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that wine is becoming 
better established in the 
minds of American consum- 
ers as a beverage for food, 
The tremendous growth of 
table wine sales in the A- 
merican market is one a- 
mong several demonstra- 
tions of that, Wine techno- 
logy and winemaking skills 
are producing better wines 
in California than ever be- 
fore. I believe that our con- 
tinuing efforts in these di- 
rections will be resultful,
